AN ORDINANCE OF THE BOARD OF COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BFACH COUNTY, 

FLORIDA, AMENDING ORDINANCE NO. 73-2, 

AS AMENDED, THE ZONING CODE OF PALM 
BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, BY PROVIDING 
FOR THE AMENDMENT OR MODIFICATION OF 
PUD MASTER PLANS; PROVIDING FOR THE 
AMENDMENT OR MODIFICATION OF PIPD 
MASTER PLANS; ESTABLISHING AN 
APPLICATION PROCEDURE FOR MODIFICATION 
OF COMMISSION REQUIREMENTS, APPROVALS, 

AND APPROVED MASTER PLANS; PROVIDING 
FOR THE DUTIES AND RESPONSIBILITIES OF 
THE SITE PLAN REVIEW COMMITTEE IN MASTER 
PLAN CHANGES OR MODIFICATIONS; PROVIDING 
FOR REPEALS OF IAWS IN CONFLICT; PROVIDING 
FOR SEVERABILITY; PROVIDING FOR INCLUSION IN 
THE CODE; AND PROVIDING FOR AN EFFECTIVE DATE. 

WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Zoning Code does not clearly 
provide for the amendment or modification of master plans; and 

WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners of Palm Beach County 
has determined that it would be in the public interest to permit such 
amendments; and 

WHEREAS, the Board of County Cannissioners of Palm Eeach County 
has determined the need for appropriate application and notification

procedures for amendments and modifications of master plans; and 

WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners of Palm Beach County 
has determined that certain amendments should be handled 
administratively. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY TOE BOARD OF COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS OF PAIM1 BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, that: 


SECTION I 

Ordinance 73-2, as amended, Zoning Code of Palm Beach County, 
Subsection 500.21 E 9 h is hereby created to read: 

500.21 E 9 h Modification of PUD Master Plan 
Any modification to a PUD Master Plan shall comply with the 
provisions of Section 401.5, Modification of Carmission Requirements, or 
402.7, Site Plan Review Committee, whichever is applicable. 




SECTION II 


Ordinance 73-2, as amended. Zoning Code of Palm Beach County, 
Subsection 615 I 6 e) 6) is hereby created to read: 

615 I 6 e) 6) Modification of Master Plan 


















Any modification to a PIPD Master Plan shall ocmply with the 


provisions of Section 401.5 or 402.7, whichever is applicable. 

SECTION III 

Ordinance 73-2, as amended. Zoning Code of Palm Beach County, is 
amended by deleting in its entirety Section 401.5 Modification o f 
Commission Requirements , and by replacing that section as follows: 

401.5 Modification of Ccmtiission Requirements, Commissio n 
Approvals, and Approved Master Plans. 

A. Every application for changes or modifications of Ccirmissicn 
Requirements, approvals, or approved master plans shall include the 
following: 


1. All information required for an original application 


except any information contained in the original petition file which 
remains unchanged. 


2. A statement detailing the modifications sought and 


justifying the request, including a description of any changed 
circumstances, inability to comply, present inapplicability, or other 
justification. 

B. Applications under this section may be initiated by the 
original applicant or any successor in interest who is undertaking 
development. Certified notice shall be sent to the master association 
created for the development and to any property owners' association 
encompassing the area involved in the application. Courtesy notices 
shall be sent to all property owners of record within three hundred 
(300) feet of the area involved in the application and any property 
owners association within the development and within three hundred 
(300) feet of the area involved in the application. 

SECTION IV 

Ordinance 73-2, as amended, Zoning Code of Palm Beach County, 
Section 402.7 B is amended to read as follows

B. DOTIES AND RESPONSIBILITIES

The Department's Site Plan Review Committee shall: 

1. Review the application and proposed site plan and all 
drawings, specifications, covenants, easements, conditions, plats and 
surety guarantees and their compliance with the regulations and 
requirements of this code, other applicable County Ordinances, and the 
terms of the final decision of the governing body. 

2. Administer any changes or modifications in the Board of 
County Commission approved site plan, providing that such proposed 
changes and modifications do not result in: 

a. An overall increase in density over five (5) 
percent; provided, however, that total density shall not exceed that 
which is allowed in the applicable district. 

b. An overall increase in land use intensity or 
original design concept greater than five (5) percent change. 

c. The reduction of the area set aside for community 
open space or the substantial relocation of such areas.

d. An overall increase in the floor area proposed for 
non-residential use over five (5) percent change. 

e. An overall increase by more than five (5) percent 
of the total ground area covered by buildings or the height of 
buildings. 

3. Administer any changes or modifications in an approved 
P.U.D., P.R.D., P.C.D., P.I.D., L.C.D., or P.I.P.D. master plan 

providing that such proposed changes and modifications meet the 

following criteria: 

1 a. The proposed change or modification has no greater 

traffic impact than the approved master plan, as determined by the Palm 

Beach County Engineering Department. 

b. The proposed change or modification has water and 
sewer service available, as reconfirmed by the Palm Beach County Health 

Department. 

c. The proposed change is not inconsistent with any 
previously approved plat. 

d. The proposed change or modification is one of the 


following:

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1) Density Transfer - An Increase in the density of an

individual phase or portion of a PUD may be approved as long as 

there is a corresponding reduction in another phase or portion of 

the PUD, provided that no such increase of more than 25% shall 

involve any phase located closer than 300 fqet from any previously 

platted area. 

2) Change in Housing Type - For master plan purposes, 
housing units will be grouped in the following categories: 

(A) Single family type units which include detached 
single family units; semi-detached single family units; patio hones ; 

cluster housing units; 2-unit townhouse clusters; and duplexes. 

(B) Townhouse clusters of three (3) or m o re units; 
one and two story garden apartments. 

(C) All other multi-family development . 

The Site Plan Review Committee is authorized to approve any change 

from o ne hou sing typ e t o another housi ng t yp e within one category; 
or any change in housing type from category (C) to categories (A) 
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and (B), or any change in housing type from category (B) to 
category (A). Any other changes in housing type must conform with 

the procedures contained in Section API.5. 

3) Changes in Open Space - Minor changes in the location , 
configuration, and size of open space areas may, be approved. 

4) Traffic System - The Site Plan Review Committee is ; 
authorized to approve the following changes: 

(A) The location and configuration of local streets. 

(B) Minor realignment of collectors and transversing 


thoroughfares.

All other changes, including the relocation of the intersections 

of collectors and thoroughfares; the relocation of the intersections

SECTION V REPEAL OF LAWS IN CONFLICT 

All local lav/s and ordinances applying to Palm Beach County in 
conflict with any provisions of this ordinance are hereby repealed. 

SECTION VI SEVERABILITY 

If any section, paragraph, sentence, clause, phrase or word of 
this ordinance is for any reason held or declared to be 
unconstitutional, inoperative or void, such holdings shall not affect 
the remainder of this ordinance. 

SECTION VII INCLUSION IN CODE 

The provisions of this ordinance shall become and be made a part 
of the Code of Laws and Ordinances of Palm Beach County, Florida. The 
Sections of this ordinance may be renumbered or relettered to accomplish 
such, and the word ordinance may be changed to "section," "article" or 
other appropriate word. 

SECTION VIII EFFECTIVE DATE 

The provisions of this ordinance shall become effective upon 
receipt of acknowledgment by the Secretary of State, State of Florida.
